Monday night came from Miss Sau erb ier's 
fou r mu sic classes at Westgate. She said 
she b egan teaching the method last fall. 
One memb er of the au dience said he 
thou ght the method tended to teach the chil­ 
dren at an early age the cu rrent dance 
gyrations of the teenage set.

most of the parents expressed keen interest 
in the techniqu e. 
FOLLOWING THE demonstration, three 
District 25 teachers and the principal of 
Westgate, Mrs. Helen Castor, explained to 
the school b oard how stu dents develop ab il­ 
ities in written expression. The three teach­ 
ers were Ru th Black, fifth grade teacher 
at Kensington School, Mrs. Velna Mertens, 


teaching third grade at Park School, and 
Sheila Wilson, first grade teacher at Dwyer 
School. 
After a b rief introdu ction b y Mrs. Castor, 
Miss Wilson explained how the fou ndation is 
laid for written expression. She said chil­ 
dren have a su rprisingly good vocab u lary 
and knowledge of grammar when they come 
to school. This ab ility is applied to formal 
writing techniqu es, she explained. 
After learning simple sentences, they are 
tau ght to compose simple stories, according 
to Miss Wilson. The children draw pictu res 
to illu strate their stories, she said. 
MISS WILSON displayed some hu morou s 
examples of first spelling attempts.

She said that children were not penalized 
for su ch spellings b ecau se they are tau ght 
to associate word sou nds with proper spell­ 
ing. 
Mrs. Merten explained that third graders 
learn an extension of the techniqu es tau ght 
in the first and second grades. 
“MOST OF THE children are ready to 
write more extensive stories b y the time 
they reach third grade,” she said. They 
also are tau ght to write simple rhyme and 
b lank verse poems, according to Mrs. Mer­ 
ten. This, she said, cu ltivates an excellence 
in writing style. 
Miss Black said that story-telling skills 
are very well developed b y the time a child 
reaches fifth grade. 
She pointed ou t, “They hear, they feel, 
they perceive mu ch more than we give 
them credit for.” 
Each of the teachers read samples of 
their stu dents’ writing. 
Board memb er Charles 0. Bennett—a 
writer himself—praised the teachers, say­ 
ing, “I am pleased each of you stated that 
you teach the children to write b y telling 
them they mu st write.”

kept a counter beat on the instruments 
while the others set the rhythm pattern 
with hands and feet. 
This part of the demonstration brought 
laughter (rom those attending when a small 
girl sighed a relieved “whew” after suc­ 
cessfully completing her solo on the sound­ 
ing block. 
With a knowledge of rhythm patterns, 
M iss Sauerbier continued, the children are 
able to learn easier to read music. 
First 
they are taught to clap to a measure of 
music to insure an understanding of the 
rhythm, she explained. 
Inen they learn to sing the song in syl­ 
lables 
(do, 
re, 
me, 
etc.) 
utilizing 
the 
rhythm, she said. The youngsters, half the 
group sloping “sol” and “m e” and the other 
half singing a melody, demonstrated their 
acuity to sing simple harmonic arrange­ 
ments. 


AFTER THE PUPILS thoroughly under­ 
stand the rhythm and syllable arrangement. 
Miss Sauerbier said, words are substituted 
for the syllables. 
She later explained that the Carl Orff 
method, a Russian technique, was relative­ 
ly new in this country. She described it as 
“rather experim ental.” 
The 13 children giving the demonstration 
Monday night cam e from Miss Sauerbier’s 
four music classes at Westgate. 
She said 
she began teaching the method last fall. 
One member of the audience said he 
thought the method tended to teach the chil­ 
dren at an early age the current dance 
gyrations of the teenage set. 
However, 
most of the parents expressed keen interest 
in the technique. 
FOLLOWING THE demonstration, three 
District 25 teachers and the principal of 
W estgate, Mrs. Helen Castor, explained to 
tile school board how students develop abil­ 
ities in written expression. The three teach­ 
ers were Ruth Black, fifth grade teacher 
at Kensington School, Mrs. Velna Mertens, 


teaching third grade at Park School, and 
Sheila Wilson, first grade teacher at Dwyer 
School. 
After a brief introduction by Mrs. Castor, 
Miss Wilson explained how’ the foundation is 
laid for written expression. 
She said chil­ 
dren have a surprisingly good vocabulary 
and knowledge of grammar when they come 
to school. This ability is applied to formal 
writing techniques, she explained. 
After learning simple sentences, they are 
taught to compose simple stories, according 
to Miss Wilson. The children draw pictures 
to illustrate their stories, she said. 
MISS WILSON displayed some humorous 
exam ples of first spelling attempts. 
Such 
spellings as “anist” (honest), “iksited” (ex­ 
cited) and “wansapanatim” (once upon a 
tim e) drew laughter from board members 
and parents. 
She said that children were not penalized 
for such spellings because they are taught 
to associate word sounds with proper spell­ 
ing. 
Mrs. Merten explained that third graders 
learn an extension of the techniques taught 
in the first and second grades. 
“ MOST OF THE children are ready to 
write more extensive stories by the tim e 
they reach third grade,” she said. 
They 
also are taught to write simple rhyme and 
blank verse poems, according to Mrs. Mer­ 
ten. This, she said, cultivates an excellence 
in writing style. 
Miss Black said that story-telling skills 
are very well developed by the time a child 
reaches fifth grade. 
She pointed out, “They hear, they feel, 
they perceive much more than we give 
them credit for.” 
Each of the teachers read sam ples of 
their students’ wrriting.

W’riter him self—praised the teachers, say­ 
ing, “ I am pleased each of you stated that 
you teach the children to write by telling 
them they must write.”

No rthwest Co mmunity Ho spital 
cancer register sho wed that 52 
perso ns died o f cancer during 
19 65.

JUST OOGS 


By Da v « Terrill 


Old T im o r— 
Although most dog owners recognize that p up p ies require 
m ore care than when they are grown, it is not always realized 
that elderly canines are just as much in need of sp ecial 
attention. 
When your p et begins to show gray around his muzzle, 
when he becomes less interested in p lay and likes to take 
frequent nap s, there are many ways in which you can help him 
enjoy a rip e old age. Older dogs, like elderly p eop le, are hap p i­ 
est in their regular routine. 
They lack the ability to adap t 
them selves to changes in environment and habits. 
The aged 
p et should be taken for walks along the sam e routes, his food 
dish and w ater bowl should be kep t in the sam e p lace and his 
bed should be comfortably soft and shielded from cold drafts, 
(¿room ing should bo kep t 
up vuth a daily brushing; if 
he has a long coat, m ake sure all the sn arls are out. 
Nails 
should be clip p ed and his e a rs should be kep t c lea r of excess 
wax. 
If he begins to shake his head and p aw at his e a rs, a s 
if they hurt, have yo ur veterin aria n check them , 
E a r p rob­ 
le m s in older dogs can often p rove to b$* quite serious 
a nd 
they should be 
attended to at once. 
One imp ortant p oint, and one which humans are often con­ 
cerned about in their own day to day living, your dog's waistline 
is just as im p ortant to him. With the reduction of the metabolic 
rate that occurs in old age and with lessened activity, the older 
dog's caloric requirem ents are less. However, Gaines Research 
advises that the diet should still be a comp lete one and that 
the new soft-moist foods now on the market will p rovide a 
comp lete and balanced diet 
By the way, a rule of thumb used by most dog breeders, 
relative to a dog's age as comp ared to a human, is that a dog at 
one year is about equivalent to seven in a human. 
A dog at 
10 is, therefore, an “Old Tim er.” 
D og n ap p in g — 
This subject has been brought up before and bears rep eating 
from tim e to time. Many p eop le lose their dog. not because he 
has strayed, but because he was p icked up by a very lucrative 
organization which deals # stolen dogs. 
E stim ate s run as high as 5 0 million dollars a ye a r in the 
stolen dog traffic. 
The n um ber of dogs am ounts to p erhap s 
two million, of which m ost end up in other states, and in 
many cases with faked p ap ers. 
A few p oints to rem em ber are never to let your dog stray 
from your \a rd without you knowing it. 
If you have a good 
p urebred dog in a run or kennel, don't leave the house without 
making sure that kennel doors are locked. A favorite stunt for 
the p eop le who p ick up dogs is to check at the front door and 
see if anyone is home. If not. they just go to the kennel, op en 
it if it is not locked, and p ick up the dog.

JUST DOGS 


By Dave Tern ll 


Old T im er— 


Although m ost dog ow ners recognize that puppies require 
m ore care than when they are grown, it is not alw ays realized 
th a t elderly canines are just as m uch 
in need of special 
attention. 
W hen your pet begins to show gray around his muzzle, 
when he becom es less interested in play and likes to take 
frequent naps, there are m any w ays in which you can help him 
enjoy a ripe old age. Older dogs, like elderly people, are happi­ 
e st in th eir reg u lar routine. 
They lack the ability to adapt 
them selves to changes in environm ent and habits. 
The aged 
pet should be taken for w alks along the sam e routes, his food 
dish and w ater bowl should be kept in the sam e place and his 
bed should be com fortably soft and shielded from cold drafts. 
Grooming should bo kept up with a daily brushing; if 
he has a long coat, m ake sure all the snarls are out. 
Nails 
should be clipped and his ears should be kept clear of excess 
wax. If he begins to shake his head and paw at his ears, as 
if they hurt, have your veterinarian check them. 
Ear prob­ 
lem s in older dogs can often prove to b|* quite serious and 
they should be attended to at once. 
One im portant point, and one which hum ans are often con­ 
cerned about in their own day to day living, your dog's w aistline 
is just as im portant to him. With the reduction of the m etabolic 
ra te that occurs in old age and with lessened activity, the older 
dog's caloric requirem ents are less. However. G aines R esearch 
advises that the diet should still be a com plete one and that 
the new soft-m oist foods now on the m arket will provide a 
com plete and balanced diet. 
By the way, a rule of thum b used by m ost dog breeders, 
relative to a dog's age as com pared to a hum an, is that a dog at 
one y ear is about equivalent to seven in a hum an. 
A dog at 
10 is. therefore, an “ Old T im er” 
D ognapping— 
This subject has been brought up before and bears repeating 
from tim e to tim e. M any people lose their dog, not because he 
has strayed, but because he was picked up by a very lucrative 
organization which deals #' stolen dogs. 
E stim ates run as high as 50 million dollars a year in the 
stolen dog traffic. The number of dogs amounts to perhaps 
two million, of which most end up in other states, and in 
many cases with faked papers. 
A few points to rem em ber are never to let your dog stray 
from your yard without you knowing it. 
If you have a good 
purebred dog in a run or kennel, don't leave the house without j 
m aking sure that kennel doors are locked. 
A favorite stunt for 
the people who pick up dogs is to check at the front door and 
see if anyone is home. 
If not. they just go to the kennel, open 
it if it is not locked, and pick up the dog.

, ing cities, some areas which 
have experienced high vacancy 
rates in office and apartment 
buildings are reporting a de­ 
crease and further improvement 
is foreseen in 1966. 
This factor was revealed in a 
survey conducted by the Insti­ 
tute of Real 
Estate 
Manage­ 
ment of its chapter presidents 
who were asked to prepare 
brief summaries outling busi­ 
ness conditions in their regions 
and to list problems they expect 
during 1966 in the management 
field. 
Their comments appear in the 
latest issue of the Journal of 
Property Management, 
a 
bi­ 
monthly publication of the In­ 
stitute. IREM is an affiliate of 
the N a t i o n a l Association of 
Real Estate Boards. 


PRIN C IPA L REASON for the 
lowering of the vacancy rate is 
the slowing down of construction 
of new units where an oversup­ 
ply existed, the report showed. 
Construction had been proceed­ 
ing at a rapid pace without 
proper consideration for the in­ 
dicated market potential, ac­ 
cording to the survey. 
Among the cities where the 
vacancy rate was said to be de­ 
clining or expected to improve 
in either the office or apart­ 
ment field or both were Chicago, 
Cleveland, Houston, 
and Min­ 
neapolis. 
However, vacancy in apart­ 
ment and or office buildings is 
still a serious problem in many 
areas and is expected to become 
one in still others this year 
where large numbers of n ew 
units are being added to the 
supply, the IREM chapter pres­ 
idents say. 
While instances are cited such 
as the loss of a major industry 


resentative and district mana­ 
ger.

in 


areas which have seen many- 
new apartment and office build­ 
ings added to the market re­ 
cently — is that of convincing 
the owners of older buildings in 
and around the core areas of the 
city that they must 
renovate 
their buildings to compete with 
the new projects. 
Gus B. Thames, Mobile, pres­ 
ident of the Alabama chapter, 


said 
that 
owners 
“ must 
be 
shown how this renovation can 
be accomplished in order for 
these older properties to show 
a fair net return.” 
The increase in taxes and the 
rising cost of operation of rental 
properties were mentioned also 
as problems of major concern. 
The president of the Chicago 
chapter, 
Henry A. 
Chetham, 


said “ Serious thought will have 
to be given to possible 
rent 
adjustments. We will have to 
take a hard look at rent sched­ 
ules, giving particular attention 
to the increases in taxes, pay­ 
roll, and social security.”

The pa mphlet sta rts by cla iming 
tha t “ mo st” sta tes “ a lwa y s” ha v e 
a dhered to a sy stem o f electing o ne 
ho use o f the leg isla ture o n a g eo ­ 
g ra phica l ba sis. This is no t true o f 
Illino is a nd o ther neig hbo ring sta tes. 


The No rthwest Ordin an ce o f 17 87 
gu aran teed eq u al rep resen tatio n in 
the 
latio n . This Ordin an ce is a go o d in di­ 
catio n o f the in ten t o f the Fo u n din g 
Fathers. 


The 
Illin o is co n stitu tio n s o f 1818. 
184 8, an d 187 0 p ro v ided fo r eq u al rep ­ 
resen tatio n 
b y p o p u latio n 
in 
b o t h 
ho u ses o f the legislatu re. 


Ru t b ecau se there was n o p en alty 
p ro v ided, ru ral legislato rs defied the 
state co n stitu tio n ’s m an date to reap ­ 
p o rtio n fo r half a cen tu ry , fro m 1903 
to 1954 . They fo rced the accep tan ce o f 
area rep resen tatio n in 1954 as the o n ly 
metho d av ailab le at that time to the 
m ajo rity to gain p artial relief fro m 
malap p o rtio n men t. 


Pla inly , tra ditio n in Illino is is o n 
the side o f the o ne ma n, o ne v o te 
do ctrine. 


The p amp hlet also ign o res the Su ­ 
p reme Co u rt's ru lin g that each in di­ 
v idu al has a Co n stitu tio n al right to an 
eq u al v o te. 


Peo p le can n o t p ro p erly b e dep riv ed 
o f a Co n stitu tio n al right, su ch as free­ 
do m o f sp eech o r trial b y ju ry , ev en 
b y referen du m. The right to an eq u al 
v o ice in go v ern men t is b asic an d in ­ 
v io lab le. 


The pa mphlet repea ts the sca re 
sto ry tha t big -city bo sses will ta ke 
o v er if v o ting is equa l.

A p rim ary cau se o f the shift o f go v ­ 
ern men tal p o wer to Washin gto n has 
b een the failu re o f state go v ern men ts 
to meet the n eeds o f gro win g p o p u la­ 
tio n s. 


Rura l representa tiv es ha v e ig no r­ 
ed these pro blems beca use they were 
la rg ely the pro blems o f urba n a nd 
suburba n a rea s a nd no t o f the fa rms 
a nd sma ll to wns. Thus, the ro o t o f 
sta te leg isla tiv e fa ilure ha s been in 
ma la ppo rtio nment resulting fro m the 
a rea representa tio n co ncept. 


The o n ly way to rev erse the flo w' o f 
p o wer an d to p reserv e the Federal 
sy stem is to elect state legislatu res 
which rep resen t the p eo p le, kn o w- their 
p ro b lems, an d will seek so lu tio n s.

No thin g is mo re imp o r­ 
tan t than the health o f p eo p le. 


The sy mp o siu m again b ro u ght fo rth 
the co n ten din g v o ices which hav e b een 
deb atin g p esticides fo r the p ast few 
y ears. 


So me sp eak ers p ro v ed 
ho w 
tho r­ 
o u ghly p esticides hav e p en etrated to 
wildlife in ev ery co rn er o f the wo rld. 
Ev en p en gu in s which n ev er leav e the 
An tarctic an d feed o n n o n migrato ry lo ­ 
cal cru stacean s hav e DDT in their fat 


o r liv er. 


Pesticide defen ders cited the b en e­ 
fits o f chemicals in in creasin g cro p 
y ields an d q u ality . 
They argu ed that 
p esticides are safe when u sed acco rd­ 
in g to directio n s. 


On e o f the p ro b lems, o f co u rse, is 
to p o lice the u se o f p esticides. 
Ho w 
can we m ak e su re they are u sed ac­ 
co rdin g to directio n s? Bu t a mo re fu n ­ 
damen tal p ro b lem is to learn the fu ll 
tru th ab o u t their effect o n man an d his 
en v iro n men t 
This will req u ire a lo t 
mo re research an d stu dy . The federal 
go v ern men t sho u ld p ro v ide the m an ­ 
p o wer an d mo n ey n eeded to fin d the 
an swers.

Equal N ote Issue 
Crucial to Suburbs 


A few weeks ago a West Coast pub­ 
licity firm was lured to help sell Sen. 
Dirksen’s p r o p o s e d Constitutional 
amendment 
to nullify 
the 
Supreme 
Court's one man. one vote ruling. 


Now we have received their first 
pamphlet. 
It is just as unconvincing 
as previous efforts to prove that a step 
backward would actually mean prog­ 
ress. 


The pamphlet starts by claiming 
that “ most” states “always” have 
adhered to a system of electing one 
house of the legislature on a geo­ 
graphical basis. This is not true of 
Illinois and other neighboring states. 


The Northwest Ordinance of 1787 
guaranteed equal representation in the 
lation. 
This Ordinance is a good indi­ 
cation of the intent of the Founding 
Fathers. 


The 
Illinois constitutions of 1818, 
1848, and 1870 provided for equal rep­ 
resentation 
by population 
in 
b o t h 
houses of the legislature. 


But because there was no penalty 
provided, rural legislators defied the 
state constitution’s m andate to reap­ 
portion for half a century, from 1903 
to 1954. They forced the acceptance of 
area representation in 1954 as the only 
method available at that time to the 
majority to gain partial relief from 
m alapportionment. 


Plainly, tradition in Illinois is on 
the side of the one man, one vote 
doctrine. 


The pamphlet also ignores the Su­ 
preme Court’s ruling that each indi­ 
vidual has a Constitutional right to an 
equal vote. 


People cannot properly be deprived 
of a Constitutional right, such as free­ 
dom of speech or trial by jury, even 
by referendum. The right to an equal 
voice in government is basic and in­ 
violable. 


The pamphlet repeats the scare 
story that big-city bosses will take 
over if voting is equal. 
Experience 


is deflating that bogeyman, however. 
In a study made recently for the Na­ 
tional 
municipal 
League, 
William 
J. I). Boyd wrote: 


“ Rather than being dominated by 
the big cities, as is commonly sup­ 
posed, the new legislatures will see 
suburban representatives increase the 
m ost.” 


Boyd’s study showed suburbs gain­ 
ing in population, big cities losing, and 
the trend being away from big city 
domination instead of toward it. 


It is worth pointing out. too, that 
big cities do not have a monopoly of 
political 
bossism. Downstate 
bosses 
can have a grip as tight as Daley's. 


Finally, the Dirksen Amendment, in 
the name of saving state government, 
would sound its death knell. 
A prim ary cause of the shift of gov­ 
ernmental power to Washington has 
been the failure of state governments 
to meet the needs of growing popula­ 
tions. 


Rural representatives have ignor­ 
ed these problems because they were 
largely the problems of urban and 
suburban areas and not of the farms 
and small towns. 
Thus, the root of 
state legislative failure has been in 
malapportionment resulting from the 
area representation concept. 


The only way to reverse the flow of 
power and to preserve the Federal 
system is to elect state legislatures 
which represent the people, know their 
problems, and will seek solutions. 
It is no accident that the last Illi­ 
nois 
General 
Assembly, 
which 
had 
many more suburban legislators than 
ever before because of the at-large 
election, was the most productive leg­ 
islature within memory. 


The suburbs cannot afford to go 
back to the horse and buggy days when 
urgent problems of schools, 
mental 
health, traffic, pollution, highways and 
tax reform were neglected by an indif­ 
ferent rural power bloc.

The Truth oil Pesticides 


A recent 
four-day symposium in 
Washington on pesticides again pointed 
up the need for more research and 
study in this field. 


Such research should have the high­ 
est priority. 
Nothing is more impor­ 
tant than the health of people. 


The symposium again brought forth 
the contending voices which have been 
debating pesticides for the past few 
years. 
Some speakers proved how thor­ 
oughly pesticides have penetrated to 
wildlife in every corner of the world. 
Even penguins which never leave the 
Antarctic and feed on nonmigratory lo­ 
cal crustaceans have DDT in their fat 


or liver. 


Pesticide defenders cited the bene­ 
fits of chemicals in increasing crop 
yields and quality. 
They argued that 
pesticides are safe when used accord­ 
ing to directions. 


One of the problems, of course, is 
to police the use of pesticides. 
How 
can we make sure they are used ac­ 
cording to directions? But a more fun­ 
damental problem is to learn the full 
truth about their effect on man and his 
environment. 
This will require a lot 
more research and study. The federal 
government should provide the m an­ 
power and money needed to find the 
answers.

Nigh Campaign Cost 


The announcement was made on the 
last day of February that Great Britain 
will elect a new parliament a month 
hence. One month is time enough for 
campaigning in Britain and the total 
cost of the whole affair probably will 
be less than was spent recently in 
electing just a mayor of New York. 
High campaign costs are a menace 
to democracy. 
Today a candidate for 
office must either have a personal for­ 
tune or obligate himself to interests 
which are willing to give him hefty 
contributions. 
It is hard to say which is worse: 
making public office a monopoly of 


the wealthy, or electing officials who 
are beholden to special interests. 


Television has been called the key 
to a solution. E. William Henry, chair­ 
man of the Federal Communications 
Commission, proposed last year that 
television stations be required to give 
time to candidates in proportion to the 
time they sell them. 
The free time 
would be divided equally. 


This is a good proposal. Since tele­ 
vision operates under license to use the 
public air waves, it should be willing 
to cooperate in helping solve the acute 
problem of sky-high campaign costs.

Deficiencies of pro­ 
tein may adversely affect al­ 
coholics and victims of kidney 
or intestinal tract diseases.

The adminis­ 
tration of some drugs m a y 
cause vitamin deficiencies or 
nutritional upsets which can 
be countered by alert physi­ 
cians.

vacation each summer, and so 
far Doris has visited in Eu­

She is still at a loss to ex­ 
plain how' she was invited to 
an embassy party in Moscow 
while such American citizens 
as the president of Glidden 
Paint Co. and the mayor of 
Las Vegas were not. But she 
enjoyed every minute of the 
party and ever}’ one of her 23 
days in Russia. 


One thing 
that 
impressed 
her about the Russians was 
the contrast between what she 
describes as a “grim"’ atti­

ing. The people were friendly 
to her, she says, and she re­

she w7as wearing. Doris still 
treasures this gift, given so 
spontaneously. 


“ I WAS ASKED so often 
why the United States w'anted 
war, and I tried to explain 
that w’e don’t, that they seem­ 
ed to be the ones who wanted 
it,” she commented. 
“ Their 
fear of us was obvious, and I 
found it enlightening to see us 
from their point of view.” 
From 
her round-the-world 
trip that 
included 
stops 
in 
Hawaii, Japan, Hong Kong, 
Macao, the Philippines, Sing­ 
apore. India, Thailand, Egypt, 
Greece, Italy, France 
a n d 
England, the traveler from a 
land 
of 
health 
and 
plenty 
learned first-hand about the 
sickness and poverty rank in 
in the rest of the world. 
“The m isery of the world 
is increible,” Doris exclaim­ 
ed as she told of seeing chil­ 
dren in Hong Kong covered 
with yaws disease sores and 
people living in homes made 
of cardboard cartons. 


SHE STILL recalls vividly 
the leper who grabbed at her 
leg. 
“ I looked dowrn and saw this 
thing clawing at my leg, and 
I couldn’t believe it was hu­ 
m an.” 
These experiences aroused 
in Doris Moseley a desire to 
give a year of her life after 
she retires within a few years 
to helping those in misery. If 
she’s 
able then, she thinks 
she’d like best to serve in 
India. 
“ I just feel it would count 
most there.” 
Meantime, 
the 
youthful- 
looking 
grandmother 
looks 
forward to her South Ameri­ 
can tour next summer. She’s 
hoping to visit Comas, t h e 
Peruvian city with wTiich Ar­ 
lington Heights residents have 
established 
a 
friendly rela­ 
tionship. 


HER ZEST FOR traveling 
probably is matched only by 
her enthusiasm for her adopt­ 
ed land. 
“ I’m a sort of schizophren­ 
ic,” she laughed. “ When I’m 
here, I think of how I love 
little old England, but when 
I’m there, I can’t wait to get 
back.”
